PARIS (UPI), — Leftist deputies in the 
Wational Assembly filed a censure mo- 
tion against the Government in a tumul- 
tuous session which was suspended when 
deputies almost came to blows. 

The suspension was ordered by Par- 
lismentary President Jacques Chaban- 
Delmas. Tempers had flared and it ap- 
peared some deputies had challenged 
others to a fight. 

The incident erupted moments after 
Communist Party and  leftist-Socialist 
Federation deputies fled a motion de- 
signed to topple the regime. It chall 
the Gaullsts over higher education poli- 
cles and handling of-a week of student 
riots that Jeft 1500 persons imjured. 

The near brawl threatened when a 
Tight-wing Gaullist deputy asked for a 
minute of silence for “the unknown sol- 
dier desecrated when students trampled 
on his tomb” last week. Leftist deputies 
began booing, M. Chaban-Delmas rang 
the order bell repeatedly and the staid 
Assembly chamber resembled a boxing 
ring. 

The session resumed in about half an 
hour, after tempers cooled, with Premier 
Georges Pompidou telling deputies that 
President de Gaulle nearly cancelled a 
trip to Rumania to be in Paris to handle 


the student-Government crisis. The Pre-- 


sident finally decided to go, M. Pompidou 
said, after the Government made serious 
concessions to the students. 

The Preemier told the crowded lower 
House that the Government would short- 
ly table a draft bill to grant an amnesty 
to the students sentenced after last 
week's disturbances. He also announced 
he would set up a consultative body of 
professors, students and parents to make 
suggestions to the Government on univer-

Thant urges bombing. 
halt as first step 


EDMONTON (UPI). -- The U.N. Secre- 
tary-General, U Thant, on Monday night 
calied for an unconditional halt in the 
bombing of North Vietnam as the first 
step toward ending the Vietnan! war. 
ing at the diamond jubilee celcbra- 
tion of the Universlty of Alberta, U Thant 
said that once the U.S. and North Viectna- 
mese negotiators now meeting in Paris 
on an end to the bombing, “all other 
matters can be brought up by either side.” 
He sald that “the real issue of the Viet- 
nam war has gradually become, not 50 
gnuch the political rightness or wrongness 
of one side or the other, as the savage 
conduct of the war itself. I find it difficult 
to expreas adequately the strong sense of 
repugnance to all established standards 
and norms of civilized society that the 
continuance of tis savage war evokes.” 
Ὁ Thant said mary experts, and even. 
some responsible officials in the U.S. have 
testified that the bombing has had little 
effect on the rate of. movement of North 
Vietnamese to the South. “On the other 
hand, the continuation of the bombing bas 
only hardened the determination of the 
North to prosecute the war, aud not nego- 
tlate under duress. I also regard such 
bombing as of questionable morality and: 
doubtful legality.”

Bing and optimal use of all the country's 
Potential. On 15 existing foundation of 
the basic sciencea, it must develop applied 
sciences, 
technology. The 


- should play a far more decisive role in 


all these fields, Mr. Sha’arl said. 

The Ministry's accent fn recent years 
had been on making existing enterprises 
pay. Just mow, it is expanding certain 
development industries at a rapid pacer. 
The next phase must be to plan for the 
eud of the "703 and the "809, and prac- 
tical research for such planning must 
Start straightaway. 

Mr. Sha’ari urged the establishment of 
an energy planning unit, which would 
handle atomit power, conventional gene- 
rating stations linked with desalting 
Plants, and the possibility of harnessing 
hydro-electric power by linking the Medi- 
terranean and the Dead Sea. This might 
Bive Pana current, make a new metal- 
ΤΡ dustry possible, and revolu- 
Uonize the financial basis of the chemical 
industry.

MOSCOW ‘Reuter) — The Soviet Com- 
‘Mander-in-Chiet of the Warsaw Pact for- 
ces accused the Western press yesterday 
of trying to exploit regular joint Pact 
exercises for “ideological sabotare and 
malicious provocation” against the unity 
of member countries, Marshal Ivan Ya- 
kubovsky made the accusation in an ar- 
ticle in the Communist newspaper “Prav- 
da” marking the 13th anniversary of the 
foundation of the East European Defence 
Alliance. 

Although he did not specify what ex- 
erclses be was referring to, observers 
here felt he meant the recent Soviet 


treop movements in Poland, esr the 
borders of Czechoslovakia. 
In Prague, visiting Soviet Marshal 


Moskalenko has given an assurance to 
Czechoslovakia that the Soviet Union 
has no intention of interfering with the 
country’s internal affairs. A report of his 
statement was published in Prazue news- 
papery yesterday. 

Ir is also reported from Prague that 
readers of the Czech Communist Party's 
official organ, “Rude Pravo,"” have been 
agked ta take part in ἃ poll which in- 
cludes the queation: Do you consider Com- 
munism to be compatible with democracy? 

The poll, ordered by the Party Central 
Committee's Institute of Politicai Sclence, 
also asked whether readers belleve that 
“the Czechoslovak way of constructing 
socialism is our internal affair, about 
which the wili of the people must decide?” 

Meanwhile in Moscow the official orzan 
of the Russian Communist Party's Cen- 
tral Committee yesterday made a bitter 
attack on the late Thomas Masaryk, 
founder-President of modern Czechosia- 
vakia, who is being rehabilitated in 
Prague. 

The paper “Sovietskaya Russia" said 
thet Masaryk was involved in a plot to 
Kill Lenin. and was directly involved in 
the anti-Soviet intervention by the West- 
ern powers in Russia after the revolution. 

“Those who. together with the enendes 
of Czechoslovakia, are today heaping 
Praise on the infamous President Masa- 
Tyk would do better to recall his crime 
against the Soviet and the Czechoslova- 
Kian people.” 

The newspaper also attacked Masa- 
Tyk'’s successor as President, Eduard Be- 
nes, whom it accused of sacrificing, Cze- 
choslovak independence in 1988 “only so

Students adopt 
“newcomers

BeroRE the Six Day War it was a 
generally, accepted fact amoung new 
immigrants that the hardest circles to 
break into.. were among the students. 
Ter Aviv University's young people, well- 
dressed, cliquey and ice-cold to newcom- 
ers, could hardly be said to be assisting 
in anyone's absorption. 

Now # change seems to be on the way. 
Fi Shaked, history student of Tel Aviv 
University and former kibbutanik, talk- 
ed .about the ."Abserplion Group" of 
which he ts ome of the organizers. It is 
a group which aims to integrate foreign 
students and-yousg immigrants into is- 
raeli life:  . Ἷ 

The group is subsidized by the Govern- 
ment, the Histadrut and the Jewish Agen- 
cy. Yigal Avon gave them some advice 
at the outget — “Integration cannot come 
from the Government. It must grow from 
below. Nnothing will be done if you do 
not do It yourselves,” 

So this is what the group of 200 stu- 
dents, from Te] Aviv and Bar-Itan univer- 
sities decided to do. They listraed to the 
complaints of students who declared that 
they felt left: to themselves and had 
great difficulties with studieg in the 
Hebrew language. They invited students 
to their homes and arranged hospitality 
and organized parties on the festivals, At 
Pesah they held a Seder attended by 
about 800 students and new tmmigrants. 

Students from different countries differ 
in their problems and methods of adjust- 
ment to Israeli lite. Kast European students 
tend to-.get-together in “ghettos” .and 
form thelr own groups and speak to 
each .cther in their own language. 
the’ other hand young people from the 
West mix more easily with Israeliz and 
have fewer inhibitions and the girls go 
out more with Israeli boys. 

The main problem is finding suitable 
work. 

Hi Shaked said, “It is vital that they 
should find work in their professions. 
A bio-chemist should not be forced to 
go in for agriculture or a teacher become 
ἃ business manager. The kibbutzim with 
their growing industries could play a 
part here ~- bat they should not make 
the graduates into cow-hands as they did 
twenty or thirty years ago.” 

Y asked ἘΠῚ what had motivated him 
towards helping uew immigrants. 

“My main interest is history,” he said 
with a smile. “Not only reading it but 
also ilving it. This is history for me.”

Eroom- 
field (R-Mich.), Battle told the Com- 
mittee that the United States wag “very 
eoncerned" about Israel's security and thar 
what happens in the future “depends on 
the flow of arms supplled by others.” He 
doubted that Russian afma have gone 
above the pre-war level “in many in- 
stances," but, he sald, there were “a few 
isolated kinds of equipment" that do ex- 
ceed the pre-war levels. In answer to 
other questions, Battle reaffirmed the Ad- 
ministration’s view that 1 settlement of 
the Arab-Israel conflict depends on nego- 
tiations, He said that the U.S. position 
“was flexible’ and that it could accept 
“a wide variety of solutions, What ἰδ 
eusential is that the parties themselves... 
come to terms.” 5 


Jerusalem ‘solution’ 

Asked about the U.S. position on Jeru- 
salem by Rep. Frances Bolton (R-Ohio}, 
Battle sald: “The United States hag never 
recognized either the Jordanian or the 
Israeli claims to Jerusalem... We have 
sought infernational soluwons.. which 
would take into account the essential in- 
terests of the world’s great religions.” 

Rep. John V. Tunney (D-Callf.) asked 
whether Israel intended to incorporate 
the West Bank and East Jerusalem. Battle 
replied: “Israelis have assured us, in the 
discussions we have had with them, that 
all options are open.” 

Rep. Fletcher Thompson (R-Ga.) wanted 
to know about the U.S. position in Syria. 
Battle replied that the U.S. ability to 
iafluence Syma is “very limited," He 
said that even the Rugsians had expressed 
“concern, surprise and annoyance” over 
Syria and that the “general dislike" of 
Syria's behaviour during the recent war 
was “one thing on which Arabs, Israelis, 
Soviets and Americans could all agree.”

Bonn developing 
own armaments

BONN (Nana), — The West German Gov- 
ernment has quietly appropriated $500 
million annually for the next five years 
to fimance advanced weapons research, 
This research aims at making West Ger- 
many self-sufficient again in many types 
of modern arms. Equally important, it 
aims at building up a major armaments 
exporting industry. 

Bonn's new rearmiament drive will cover 
five key areas — aircraft, naval weapon-. 
ry, marine and airbome electronics and 
baslstic missiles (for tactical deployment) 


This decision, announced recently by the 
Bonn Defence Ministry, marks an almost 
complete reversal of the arms procure- 
ment policy the Germans have followed 
since the beginning of rearmament in 
1955, This was te rely on the U.S. as 
the primary source of weaponry while 
working to build a Huropean armaments 
production pool representing a suprana- 
tional weapons mduatry. 


Three developments have cooled Ger- 
man ardour for this arms approach, how- 
ever, One has been what the Germans 
regard as unreasonable U.S. pressure on 
Bonn to buy srms which the Defence 
Ministry does not want Another has 
been the failure of several ventures into 
joint weapons development and produc- 
tion, the most spectacular being the 
pooled production of nearly 1,000 F-104 
Starfighters by Germany, Holland, Bel-. 
gium and Italy. Finally, the examples of 
the U.S. France and Sweden show that 
despite the demise of yeaterday’s “mer- 
chants of death,” “national production of |" 
weapons for export merchandising can 
ἃ hverative business. :

@ mosque either by Abd el-Malik (who 
built the Dome of the Rock) or by his 
son Walid in the early part of the 8th 
century. Repeatedly damaged by earth- 
quakes and often restored, 1089 saw el- 
Aksa taken over by the Knights Templar, 
and the Palace of the Crusader 
arose near by. 


Plenty of water 


Between the two mosquea.is 8. fountain 
surrounded by seats for washing the feet 
preparatory to prayer. Water is not lack- 
ing in the Temple area. According to Sir 
Charles Warren, who wrote “Underground 
Jerusalem” at the end of last century, 
there are more then 30 cisterns, some 
of them of grear size, which were kept 
filied by winter rains, or formerly by 
water brought from Solémon’s Pools near 
Bethlehem. 

Ascending to the Dome of the Rock, 
note the sundial’ over the four-arched - 
arcade, and the diminutive Dome of the 
Chain east of the main building. Believed 
to have been built az the Treasury of the 
Haram, the Crusaders re-named it the 
Shrine of St. Jamea. 

- Grand and awe-inspiring, the eight- 
sided edifice, crowned with glowing gold, 
is faced by iniaid marble above which 
are turquoise, green, blue and yellow pat- 
terned tiles. Entering through the west 
door, you find yourself in one of the 
JoveHiest places of worship ever erected. 
Soft light filters through the richly-co- 
toured stained glass windows, iluminat- 
ing the lofty gold-inlaid ceiling, ane the 
thick red and green carpets covering 
the floor.

All decorations consist either of pure 
gesign In form and colour, or of orna- 
mental Arabic script. 

Looking around you will notice that 
eight gigantic outer pliers, with two 
beige-brown veined marble pillars between 
each of them, tefiect the octagonal shape. 
The inner circle comprises four piers, 
between each of which are three pillars 
enclosing the carved wood rail surround- 
Ing the Rock. The Rock itself, unthink- 
abic ages old, reveals 8. round aperture 
opening into a small underground cave. 


Sacrifice of Isaac 


Indistinguishable from a million others, 
this rocky knoll — the summit of Mount 
Moriah — has been interwoven with the 
saga of monotheism for the incredible pe- 
riod of some 4,000 years. Here, about 
1800 BCE, Abraham is ssid to have 
offered Isaac for sacrifice; here is the 
threshing floor bought by David from 
Araunah the Jebusite; hera Solomon built 
his gorgeous Temple, and here, Moslem 
tradition holds, Mohammed was 
ed te heaven on his magic horse, el-Burak. 

Lasting until 587 ΒΟ, when it was 
razed by the Babylonians, the First 
Temple was replaced by the Second, 
which rose anew some 50 years later. 
Growing steadily through the period of 

the Hasmoneans and Herodians, Herod the 
Great's reconstructed Temple, of which the 
present Western Wall was 8. part, became 
2 world-wide symbol of grandeur. 

Roman General Titus’ vicious attack on 
Jerusalem levelled the city and its monu- 
ments, and after the unsuccessful revolt 
of Bar Kochba in 136 ΟΕ", scarcely one 
-Stone was left upon another. Pagan altars 
were erected everywhere, particularily on 
sites known to be holy to those whe 
pir only one God, and 2 temple to 

jupiter, chief Rome’s pagan gods, 
stood near the sacred Rock. Jews were 
banished, except for once a year — on 
the 9th of Av, the anniversary of the 
destruction of the Temple — when they 
were allowed to approach and mourn at

their ancient shrines. Writing in the year 
333, the Bordeaux Pilgrim describes sec- 
ing in the Haram “two statues of Hadrian 
and 2 perforated stone to which Jews 
come every year, anoint it, bewail them- 
selves with groans, rend their garments 
and depart.” 

Emperor Julian's attempt in 361 to 
return it to the Jewa ended in disaster, 
for earthquake and fire consumed the 
materials and the silver tools he had pre- 
pared for re-building the Jewish House 
of Prayer. This calamity ‘vas followed 
by centuries of disuse and neglect. und 
the Temple area became ἃ rubbish dump. 
This is what Caliph Omar found when 
he entered Jerusalem with the victorious 
Moslems in 638. He erected a simple wood- 
en mosque, and it was not until 691 
that the present Dome of the Rock was 
begun by Umayyad monarch Abd el- 
Malik Ibn Marwan, and completed by 
his son Walid. 


Over the years many alterations and 
changes were made. The Crusader con- 
querors of 1099 turned the mosque into 
8. church — Templum Dominj — but in 
1187 Saladdin exchanged the gold cross 
on the dome for a crescent, and it became 
Moselem once more, In the early 14th cen- 
tury the Mameluke governor made other 
improvements, as did Sultan Suleiman 
two centuries afterwards. 


Four hundred and fifty years is a short 
span in the life cycle of Mount Moriah, 
and during this time of Turkish and of 
British rule, Jews could at least visit the 
Western Wall. From 1948 to June 1967 
it was completely cut off, and only since 
tha Six Day War have masses of Jews, 
from Israel and abroad, been able to make 
their ἔπ to all that remains of 
the holy Temple of their forefathers.

TEL AVIV. — Residents of the Gan 
Raveh area near Rishon Lezion yesterday 
voiced strong opposition to a plan to 
sicre sewage in. open reservoirs virtually 
under their very noses. 

Mr. Yitzhak Erren, organizer of the 
Gan Raveh group protesting the project, 
told 8 press conference yesterday that no 
one “consulted the people most likely to 
be affected by it. Information was deliber- 
ately withheld from us, and our protests 
went unheeded.” - 

Under the plan, Dan Region sewage 
will not be disposed of by conventional 
means — a closed industrial plamt — but 
wilt be stored in huge open reservoirs. 
The plan is for the sewage to seep into 
the ground, with the naturally-purified 
water eventually replenishing the region's 
natural water supply. 

The 2,100 residents of the seven settle- 


ments in the Gun Raveh Regional Council - 


fear that the 5100-dunam reservoir will 
give off unpleasant odours.

Then all which have accu- 
mukited in the port are to be. cleared to 
allow for extensive harbour recondition-

Upon reopening, the port's operation 
will be taken over by the new joint com- 
pany to be established by the Authority 
and Solel Boneh for the operation of both 
Haifa ports. Kishon Port Service Com- 
pany, which now operates the harbour,

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Report urges: 


Retirement should be 
a right, not a duty

Retirement on pension “shavid be a 
right, not a duty,” according to a report 
en the problems of old age prepared for 
the Inter-Ministerial Committee on the 
Coordination of Social Services. The ex- 
pert subcommittee that drew up the re- 
port was headed by Dr. Yosef Silberstein 
of the Health Ministry. 

Old people are demoralised hecause 
they are made to {eel superfluous, the 
report said. Their retirement should not 
be compulsory, provided the employer 
can use their services. The work Inad 
ought to be reduced gradually, with the 
introduction of niore part-time posts. An 
institute should examine how jobs can be 
adapted to the physiological changes 
which occur with advancing age, 50 that 
individuals can go on contributing their 
skills and experience. 

Retirement age is at presenl the same 
for all ovcupations in Israel (though it 
can be advanced for certain heavy ma- 
nual tasks} — but is different for men 
and women (65 and 60 respectively}. The 
report suggests varying pensionable age 
according to occupation, and equalizing the 
sexes. 

The committee points out: ‘Woman's 
average objective work capacity fs bet- 
ter than man’s in old age.” Hospitaliza- 
tion rates are higher for men; though 
mental breakdowns sre more frequent 


among women, because there are more’ 


widows than widowers, so more women 
are afflicted with loneliness. 

The economic position of spinsters is 
harder, since they are pepsioned off at 
60, Le. suffer an income cut five years 
before mea, Statistics show that half the 
countries listed nave the same retirement 
age for both sexes, including the U.S. 
(G5}, Sweden (67+, Canada (68+ and Nor- 
way (70). As a first step. the report rec- 
commends raising pensionable age for 
women in Israel from 60 to 62. 

Job counselling should be given to 
workers in their late forties, the report 
says, preparing them for a change of 
occupation with advancing years. 

There are 160,000 people aged 65 and 


over, or 65 per cent af population. 
By 1980, according to the ofticial popula- 
tion forecast, the number will be 267,800, 
or 8 per cent (for the Jewish inhabitants, 
the proportion will he almost 9 per centt.

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Dangerous drivers to get 
demerit points from June 


Jerusalem Post Knesset Reporter 
The alarming rise in road deaths — hy 42 per cent in the first four months 
of 1968 alone — has prompted the Transport Ministry to drastic measures, of 
which the most far-reaching is a points system for recurrent offenders, 


Announcing thus in the Knesset yester- 
day in summing up Jaauary's full-dress 
Knesset debate .n road eccidents, Trans- 
port Minister Moshe Carmel satd the 
palnts system. would be operative front 
Juns 1. Jt would facilitate special instruc- 
tion for road offence rceidivists, their 
punishment, and thetr removal from the 
road for specific periods or for good. 

The theory behind the points system 
was that a small minority of drivers was 
responsible for most of the carnage. 

The system will award “negative points” 
for all offences brought to Court or cleared 
by payment of a fine, excepting parking 
offences. Minor offences will cost two 
points, major ones four. The calrulatioa 
will! run over 2 three-year period, after 
which each succeeding month added will 
niean a month subtracted from the begin- 
ning of the period. 

One year's cloan record will cut a dri- 
ver’s previous points by half. Two years’ 
elean record will remove all a driver's 
past “bad marks.” Onze a driver has 
collected 2 certata number of points :and 
the Minister did not say how many) he 
weuld get a first warning from the Licens- 
Ing Office. If he collected more, he would 
be summoned for an intervicw at which 
a decision would be taken on his case. 

Other deterrents would include: quicker 
triais for offenders; more intensive road 
supervision; more radar traps; and more 
electronic cameras at traffic intersections. 
Special measures for bus-drivers would in- 
elude installation of tachometers in inter- 
urban buses to record speed travelled, 
and road behaviour, and making a bus 
driver personally liable for any road 
offence, and for the payment of the fine. 


The minimum age for drivers of scoct- 
ers and motor-cycles would be raised by 
one year to 17; the Courts and the Police 
would be more severe 13 regards taking 
away licences: new drivers would have to 
earry a spectal sign for a period, and be 
restricted in the number of passengers 
they might carry. 

Mr. Carmel noted that after the road 
aceldent picture had improved for three 
successive years, it suddeaiy deteriorated 
in 1987. Although the number of accl- 
dents, and of total injured, was still go- 
ing down, the number of deaths was going 
up. In 1966, 290 people died on the roads, 
in 2967, 374, and in the frst four months 
of 1988 — 128 people died as compared 
wilh 98 in the corresgending third of 
1967. 

The Governmzot would be spending 
1L140m. more on road improvements and 
safety measures over the next two years, 
and would encourage the Technion’s Road 
Safety Centre, and the Road Sofety Fund, 
to help tackle the problems involved, Mr.

Peace forest to be begun 
on Jerusalem Day

Speakers at the May 26 ceremony will 
include Foreign Minister Ehan, Mayor 
Kol'ek and the 0,'C Ceutial Command, 
Alut Uzi Narkis, Six vedars are to be 
planled to symbolize the Six Day War 
and 20 cypress saplings to symbolize the 
State's anniversary. The forest will con- 
sist of pine and cypress. Care will be 
taken not to block the fine view of the 
Teinple Mount 2nd the Old City walls, 
it was stated.

Severa] hundred more 
men still incapable of work are expected 
to respond to rehabilitation, The Jerusa- 
lem Post was told. 

Under a law now before the Knesset, 
invalids with up to 10 per cent disablllty 
will be entitled to pensions and assistance 
retroactive to April 1 this year. The far- 
mer minimum was 19 per cent. All in- 
valids, regardless of the severity of their 
injuries, are entitled to full and conatant 
free medical observation and treatment. 

Since the War of Liberation, the Reha- 
bilitation Department has spent over 
TL100m. This year's budget was increased 
because of the war, and stands at ILS2m.

Except in Ramallah, no strike calls were 
issued in any West Bank cities. In Nablus, 
schoolchildren talked about a strike but 
teachers said classes would be held as 
usual. Merchants and busitiessmen stress- 
ed they were not called upon to go out on 


strike; an annual May 15 event in years 
past. a 
Ramallah residents refused to discuss 


the strike yesterday. Reinforced border 
police units in armoured vehicles patrolied 
the town. One group of residents was yes- 
terday said to be collecting signatures on 
a petition calling for the dissolution .of 
the Municipal Council for being behind 
the Independence Day (May 3) strike. 
Others openly defend the Council and. 
Mayor Nadim Zarou, and clear him of any 
responsibility. 

The general impression on the West 
Bank is that the strike is opposed by the 
majority. How the extremists would be-.— 
have on the first May 15 under Israeli 
rule was not clear, however.

Police task force works 


on cinema bomb attempt 


Jeruzalem Post Reporter 
TEL AVIV. — A police task force has 
been set up to investigate Monday's at- 
tempt to set off a bomb in the crowded 
Mercaz Cinema here. 


Yesterday, more than 30 persons volun- 
teered descriptions to the police, who be- 
gan drawing up a composite description of 
the man belleved to have left the 700- 
gramme time bomb jammed against the 
wall near seat number one of row 22 at 
the back of the hall. Police refused yes- 
terday to reveal particulars of the com- 
posite description, believing they “would 
only mislead the public.” Several persons 
have been questioned, but no arrests have 
been made. 

All those questioned were Arab residents 
of Tel Aviv resembling the description 
given. 


It is learnt that the bomb consisted of 


τ three bricks of gelignite which were to he 


exploded at about ten o'clock that evening 
by a chemical fuse. Both the explosives 
and the fuse are of recent British manu~ 
facture. - 

If the “bomb had exploded in the cine~ 
ma it would have killed four or five per- 
sons, and wounded scores of others," po~ 
lice said. 

‘The bomb was discovered by two clean~ 
ing workers sweeping out the hell at 5.50 
p.m. One thought it was a package of figs, 
the other a transistor radio. 

_They began arguing and their heated 
exchange of words brought Mr. Sa‘adie 
Mazur, 31, a Haga guard, to the spot. He 
realized that it was a bomb, and rushed 
it outside to a spot behind the cinema, 
shouting all the while for police aid. It was 
defused by a police sapper, 


Ya’ari defends Mapam’s x 
pre-State Zionist honour 


More in sorrow than in anger, Mapam 
Seerctary-General Meir Ya‘ari took the 
Knesset floor at the end of iast night's 
session to assert that former Premier 
David Ben-Gurion had misquoted him and 
distorted one of his speeches at last 
week's festive session commemorating the 
State’s 20th anniversary. 

At the Inner Zionist General Council in 
1942, Mr. Xa‘ari said, he did not urge a 
bi-national state encompassing Iraq and 
Iran with 12 million Jews and 12 miliion 
Arabe—ag Mr. Ben-Gurion charged. Read- 
ing from the record, he recalled his sug- 
gestion had been for a Middle Eastern 
federation providing a home for most of 
the world’s Jews. who would live on a 
parity basis with the existing Arab ci- 
tizens. He opposed the Bfltmore Pro- 
gram for 2 Jewish Commonwealth then, 
just ag he opposed a Greater Eretz Yis- 
rael today, 

Mr. Ya’arl went one better — and 11 
years further back — to quote B.G.'s 
statement at the 1932 Zionist Congress 


to the effect that “we do’ not accept 
the slogan of a Jewish State whose final 
connotation would be Jewish rule over 
ἔπε country's Arah residents.” Even in 
1937, Mr. ¥Ya‘ari charged, B.G. still told 
the Peel Commission he opposed a Jewish 
State. Everyone except the Revisionista 
wanted political parity in those days, he 
recalled. 

“T wouldn't put my name to everything 
I said in 1942" Mr. Ya'ari admitted, “but 
Tve no cause to be ashamed of what 
I said. I was only trying to combine as 
much Zionism, Socialism and brotherhood 
of nations as I could.” 

Mr. Ya'ari closed his personal state- 
Ment with the reproach that Mapam 
had been only too glad to give Mr. Ben- 
Gurion the honour of speaking. But 
instead of exalting the comradeship of 
arms as a leader of the War of Inde- 
pendence, he had exploited the festive 
occasion te “get even” with his opponents, 
“For that, I am profoundly scrry,” Mr. 
Ya'ari said.

TEL AVIV. — District Court Judge M. 


.Czernobilsky yesterday sentenced two men 


to two years.in prison and fined them 
IL75,000 each for obtaining restitution 
funds from Germany under false pretences. 
In passing sentence, the judge sald 
that “the accused’s deeds not only consti- 
tuted-an ugly act, but were detrimental 
to other victims of the holocaust.” ᾿ 
The two men are Avraham Goldenberg, 
46, and Arnold Sucar, 48, both of: Tel 
Aviy., They were ‘brought to trial two 
years ago, changed with “forging names, 
declarations and documents” in order to 
obtain about a quarter of a million German 
marks. They were charged -with 433 
separate offences, ὁ 7 “ἢ

benefit from the amnesty, since not one 
of the charges brought against: them 
invelved a stm of more than 110,000.
